Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants' represenatative submitted three possible redrafts of 
claim 1 (attached), all revolving around changes to claim 1(c), seeking to better define the term "material class," The 
examiner rejected these changes to claim 1 as being obvious. 

However, the applicants' representative asserted that the "boundary visualization value" in claim 1(e) was the term that 
the applicants were using to refer to the concept of adding "bonus points" as a ray passed through parts of the body 
(e.g., muscle, fat, tissue) associated with different opacities. 

The examiner responded by asking where the term "boundary visualization value" was described in the specification. 
When the applicants' representative replied by referring to the first full paragraph of p.8 of the specification, explaining 
that the boundary visualization values were referred to as "surface lighting contributions" in the paragraph, the 
examiner identified two problems: (1) Consistent terms needed to be used between the specification and the claim; and 
(2) it was not apparent from the paragraph in the specification that the production of "surface lighting contributions," 
was equivalent to actively assigning bonus points based on the ray's passing through bone, muscle or fat. 

The applicants' representative resolved to solve these two problems .

The applicants' representative further attempted to show how terms in the specification equated with each other and 
with terms in the claim. As was stated in the last interview, "boundary visualization value" is equivalent to "surface 
lighting contribution," and the applicants' representative attempted to show how both of these terms were equivalent to 
"bonus points" on p. 19 of the specification. 

The applicants' representative further explained that such terms as "iso-surface" (specification, p. 19) and "front/back 
surfaces" (p.8, specification) are generic terms of which bone, fat and muscle are examples .
